JUST HOW IT ALL HAPPENED. 


New President Sworn In Before Cheer­ 
ing Throngs by Chief Justice White 
and Delivers Simple Address—Wild 
and Jubilant Crowds Line Pennsyl­ 
vania 
Avenue, 
Jam 
Stands, 
Dot 
Windows and Lean Over Roofs as 
Elaborate Procession Passes—Wil­ 
son Family Holds Reunion. 


W ashington, March 4.—In the pres­ 
ence of the biggest crowd that ever 
packed and jam m ed itself into the 
great plaza at the east end of the cap­ 
itol, surrounded by high civil and mil­ 
itary dignitaries, diplomats arid states­ 
men of his own and foreign countries, 
Woodrow Wilson, erstw hile governor 
of New Jersey and president-elect, to­ 
day took the oath of office that made 
him the twenty-eighth president of 
the United States, 
Less than an hour before, with sol­ 
emn cerem onial. Thomas R. Marshall, 
the vice president-elect, had been in­ 
ducted into his office in the senate 
chamber before the m embers of both 
houses. 
Somewhat earlier still Presi­ 
dent Taft, the 
president and 
vice 
president-elect, with their respective 
guards of honor, the Essex troop of 
Newark, N. J., and the Culver Black 
Horse troop of Indiana, had swept 
down Pennsylvania avenue on their 
way to the capitol between row on 
row of cheering, shouting thousands. 
Before that and harking back to the 
dim and distant yesterday, when “the 
man of the hour” left his Princeton 
home for his four-year sojourn in this 
city, escorted by two special train­ 
loads of his “boys/* members of the 
student body of Princeton university, 
events followed each other in rapid 
sequence. Among these was the pres­ 
ident-elect’s reception by a committee 
headed by Dr. Thom as Nelson Page, 
the famous author, a t the Union sta­ 
tion last night and the reception and 
smoker given in his honor by his old 
classmates and others of the Prince­ 
ton Alumni association a t the New 
Willard. 
Yet all the receptions and formal 
speechmaking that went before, just 
as the W hite House luncheon and 
tre a t m ilitary pageant that followed, 
were but the setting of the principal 
•cene, the background of the event 
which will m ake the history of this 
country for four years to come. 
Crowd Gathers Early. 
Soon after daybreak this morning 
the crowds began to gather along 
Pennsylvania avenue and in front of 
great 
platform that had been 
erected for the inaugural exercises at 
the eastern end of the capitol. 
Long 
before noon every available Inch of 
•Pace was taken. 
As the august procession which pre­ 
m e d the inaugural ceremony filed 
•®t of the capitol and wound its way 
stress the platform , a hush fell over 
the crowd. 
M echanically many un- 
*®?§?sd their heads. 


The sergeants-at-arms of the senate 
and house, followed by the marshal of 
the District ot Columbia, made up the 
vanguard of the procession of high 
dignitaries. 
Behind these last came 
Chief Justice Edward I). White of the 
supreme court, whoso duty It was to 
adm inister ihe oath of office to the 
president-elect, 
and 
the 
associate 
justices, followed by the committee 
on arrangem ents. 
Then came the president and the 
president-elect, and at their rear a 
distinguished following of am bassa­ 
dors. governors and other dignitaries, 
Including the newly sworn vice pres­ 
ident. 
Chief Justice Administers Oath. 
When the procession paused every 
tar strained attention to catch the 
words that would usher into the chal! 
»f W ashington, Jefferson and lJncoln 
the first Democrat to gain that high 
place in a score of years. 
Solemnly 
and 
distinctly, 
though 
most of the waiting thousands hang­ 
ing on the event of his words could 
net even see the motion of his lips, 
the chief justice adm inistered 
the 
oath of office to the presdent-eleet. 
An instant the waiting host stood 
silent. 
Then it became a shrieking, 
leaping mob, roaring a pandemoniac 
welcome to the nation’s new execu­ 
tive and all but sm othering the salut­ 
ing cannon which first gave notice 
that a new president had been in­ 
augurated and a new adm inistration 
begun. 
Prom the crowd in the square and 
an the platform the other massed mul­ 
titudes that lined the broad sides of 
Pennsylvania avenue took their cue, 
and it was many m inutes before Pres­ 
ident Wilson could begin his brief in­ 
augural address. Even then so great 
was the clamor that only those near­ 
est to him could distinguish what he 
said. 
Immediately after the address was 
finished President Wilson, accompa­ 
nied by the ex-president, hastened to 
the Pennsylvania avenue side of the 
capitol, where carriages awaited to 
take the party to the luncheon in the 
executive mansion. 
During the drive Mr. Taft sat on the 
left of his successor. 
In this he fol­ 
lowed established precedent, a prece­ 
ss by American Press 
Association. 
dent that was broken four years ago 
by Colonel Roosevelt, who went di­ 
rectly from the capitol after the in­ 
augural exercises were over to the 
ynion station to take a train for Oys-

r Bay. 
All along their route up Pennsylva­ 
nia avenue the old and the new presi­ 
dents were greeted tumultuously, in­ 
deed, to an observer not fam iliar with 
the situation it might have been diffi­ 
cult to determ ine which was the in­ 
coming and which the outgoing chief 
executive, so well did the genial Taft 
smile match with the beaming fea­ 
tures of President Wilson. 
At the executive mansion the two 
were m et by Mrs. Taft, who hitherto 
had taken uo part in the day’s cere­ 
monies, and a subcommittee of the of­ 
ficial reception committee. President 
Wilson also saw for the first time 
since early today Mrs. Wilson and 
their three daughters, who had been 
under the escort of special military 
aides during the ceremonies at the 
capitol. 
There was a brief exchange of com­ 
pliments between Mrs. Wilson and 
Mrs. Taft, in which the latter grace­ 
fully turned over the suzerainty that 
had been hers for the past four years 
to the new m istress of the W hite 
House. 
Soon afterw ard the ex-Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Taft quietly left through 
a rear entrance to take the 3:05 train 
from the Union station for Augusta,

At that hour a 
delegation of the congressional com­ 
m ittee waited upon him at the Shore­ 
ham, where he stopped last night, to 
escort him to the W hite House. 
A sim ilar delegation waited upon 
Vice President-elect Marshall at the 
same hotel, where the new vice presi­ 
dent will make his homo during the 
coming months. 
At the executive mansion the incom­ 
ing president and vice president wero 
greeted by Mr. Taft, and a few min 
utes later the fateful ride to the capi­ 
tol was begun. 
The

presldeut-elect occupied the first car­ 
riage with two members of the con­ 
gressional committee. 
In the carriage following were Vice 
President-elect 
Marshall 
and 
three 
members of the committee, there being 
no retiring vice president. After them 
strung along the carrioges of a host of 
cabinet officers and other high digni­ 
taries of m ilitary and civil rank. 
On the way to the capitol President 
Taft occupied the seat on the right 
side of the carriage, this position be­ 
ing reversed after the inaugural cere­ 
mony and the-new president having 
the seat of honor on their return to 
the executive mansion.

Here there was a short delay owing 
to some hitch in the proceedings, but 
It was soon over. The committee on 
arrangem ents waited on the president 
and president-elect and escorted them 
to the senate chamber, where they 
were given seats reserved for them in 
front of the vice president’s desk. 
The same committee also escorted 
the vice president-elect to the senate 
chamber, where the members of the 
house and of the supreme court were 
already seated. 
Then on the eve of the senate’s ad­ 
journm ent the president pro tempore 
adm inistered the oath that made Gov­ 
ernor Thomas It. Marshall of Indian! 
vice president of the United States.

form at the east end of the building, 
where the big event of the day, th# 


actual swearing In of the president­ 
elect, was to take place. 
The Great Parade. 
The spectacular event, so essen­ 
tial to the rest of today’s celebration, 
the great m ilitary and civic pageant 
this afternoon holds the public’s inter­ 
est. Considered purely from a spec­ 
tacular viewpoint, it is not only by far 
the. biggest feature of the inaugura­ 
tion, but in many respects surpasses 
anything that W ashington has seen la 
a long series of Inaugural spectacles. 
The decorations also are unique and 
attractive in character. Pennsylvania 
avenue from end to end of the line of 
march gleams with green and white, 
, the color scheme adopted by the city 
officials. 
The stand where the president hi 
now reviewing the parade, erected oa 
the W hite House grounds, follows oat 
the same general 
decorative 
idea, 
though here the architect has chose® 
to weave into the stand's design the 
characteristics of Mount Vernon, the 
ancient home of the first president, 
and of Monticello, the homestead of 
the patron saint of Democracy, Thom­ 
as Jefferson.

Washington, March 4.—-The inaugural 
address of President Woodrow Wilson 
is as follows: 
There has been n change of govern­ 
ment. 
It began two years ago. when 
the house of representatives became 
Democratic by a decisive majority. 
It 
has now been completed. 
The senate 
about to assemble will also be Demo­ 
cratic. 
The offices of president and 
vice president have been put into the 
hands of I democrats. 
W hat does the 
change mean? 
That is the question 
that is uppermost in our minds today. 
That Is the* question I ain going to try 
to answer, in order, if I may, to inter­ 
pret the occasion. 
It means much more than the mere 
success of a party. 
The success of a 
party means little except when the 
nation is using that party for a large 
aud definite purpose. 
No one can mis­ 
take the purjvose for which tin* nation 
now seeks to use the Democratic party. 
It seeks to use it to interpret a chang# 
in its own plans and point of view. 
Some old tilings with which we had 
grown fam iliar and which had begun 
to creep into the very Ila bit of our 
thought and of our lives have altered 
their aspect as we have latterly looked 
critically upon them with fresh, aw ak­ 
ened eyes; have dropped their disguises 
and shown themselves alien and sin­ 
ister. 
Some new things as we look 
frankly upon them, willing to compre­ 
hend their real character, have come 
to assume the aspect of things long be­ 
lieved In and familiar, stuff of our own 
convictions 
We have I won refreshed 
by a new insight into our own life. 
Our Model Government, 
We see that iii many things life 
is very great, 
it is incomparably great 
in its materia! aspects, in its body of 
wealth, in the diversity and sweep of 
its energy, in the industries which have 
been c-aiceived and built up by tie* 
genius of Individual men and the lim­ 
itless enterprise of groups of men. 
It 
is great also, very great, In its moral 
force. Nowhere else in the world have 
noble men and women exhibited in 
more striking forms the beauty and 
the energy of sympathy and helpful­ 
ness and counsel in their efforts to rec- ___________

tify wrong, alleviate suffering and set! of private interests; a b a ii bing*IudC or­ 


w ith riches has come inexcusable 
waste. 
We Im vc squandered a great 
part of what we might have used and 
have not stopped to conserve the ex­ 
ceeding 
bounty 
of nature 
without 
which our genius for enterprise would 
have been worthless aud impotent, 
scorning to be careful, shamefully 
prodigal as well as admirably efficient. 
We have been proud of our Industrial 
achievements, but we have not hith­ 
erto stopped thoughtfully enough to 
count the human cost, the cost of lives 
snuffed out, of energies overtaxed and 
broken, the fearful physical and spir­ 
itual cost to the men and women and 
children upon whom the dead weight 
and bunion of it nil has fallen pitiless­ 
ly the years through. 
The groans and 
agony of it ail hod not yet reached 
our ears, i lie solemn, moving under­ 
tone of our life, coming up out of the 
mines and fix-tories and out of every 
home where the struggle had its inti­ 
mate and fam iliar seat. 
With the 
great government went many deep se­ 
cret things which we too long delayed 
to look into arid scrutinize with can­ 
did, fearless eyes. 
The great govern 
ment we lov<d bas bm often been 
made use of for private and selfish 
purposes, aud those who used it had 
forgotten the people. 
Duty of Americans Outlined. 
At i i st a vision 1ms been vouchsafed 
us of our life as a whole. 
We see the 
bad with the good, the debased and 
decadent with the sound and vital. 
With this vision we approach new af­ 
fairs. 
Our tluty is to cleanse, to re­ 
consider. to restore, to correct the evil 
without impairing the good, to purify 
and humanize every process of our 
common life without weakening or 
sentimentalizing it. 
There has been 
something crude and heartless and un­ 
feeling in our haste to succeed and ta* 
great. Our thought has been. “ Let ev­ 
ery man look out for himself; let ev­ 
ery generation look out for itself.” 
while we reared giant machinery which 
made it impossible that any but those* 
who stood at tho levers of control 
should have a chanco to look out for 
themselves. 
We had not forgotten our 
morals. 
We remembered well enough 
that we had set tip a policy which was 
meant to servo the humblest as well as 
the most powerful, with an eye single 
to the standards of* justice and fair 
play. and remembered it with pride. 
But we were very heedless and In a 
hurry to be great. 
We have come now to the sober sec 
ond thought.

have made Up our minds to square ev­ 
ery process of our national life again 
with the standards we so proudly set 
up at the beginning and have always 
carried at our hearts. 
Our work is a 
work of restoration. 
Things to Be Accomplished. 
We have itemized with some degree 
of particularity the things that ought 
ta he altered, and here are some of the 
chief items: A tariff which cuts us off 
from our proper part in the commerce 
of the world, violates Uh* just princi­ 
ples of taxation and makes the govern­ 
m ent a facile instrum ent in fin* hands

yet given the efficiency of great busi­ 
ness undertakings or served

appearing without plan «»i prospect of 
renewal, unregarded waste* heaps at 
every mine. 
We have studied as per­ 
haps no other nation has the most ef­ 
fective means of production, hut we 
have not studied cost or economy as 
we should either as organizers <*f in 
dustry. as statesm en or as individuals. 
Society’* Duty to Itself, 
Nor have we studied and perfected 
the means by which government may 
be pm at tin* service of humanity in 
safeguarding the health of the nation, 
the health of its men and its women 
ami Its children, as well as their rights 
in the straggle for existence. 
This is 
no sentimental duty. 
The firm basis 
of government is justice, not pity. 
These a re m atters of just ice. There can 
be no equality or opportunity, the first 
essential of justn e in the body politic, 
if men and women and children be 
not shielded iii their lives, their very 
vitality, from the consequences of great 
industrial and social processus which 
they cannot niter, control or singly 
I cope with. 
Society must see to it that 
It does not itself crush or weaken or 
damage its own constituent parts. The 
first duty of law is to keep sound the 
society it serves. 
Sanitary laws, pure 
food laws and laws determ ining con­ 
ditions of labor which indh 'duals are 
powerless to determine for themselves 
are intim ate parts of the <<ry bual-1 
ness of justice and legal efficiency. 
These are some of the things we 
ought to do and not leave the others 
undone, the old fashioned, never to be 
neglected,
